1. MIYAZAKI, DG ECON AFFAIRS FONOFF, TOLD E/C MIN 

MAY 23 THAT GOJ HAS NOT YET FORMULATED AN INTER 

AGENCY RRECOMMENDATION FORFOREIGN MIISTER OF TACTICAL 

QUESTION (POSED PARA 3, REF A) ABOUT HOW BEST TO HANDLE 

COMMODITY PROBLEMS IN CONNECTION WITH RESUPMPTION OF 

PREPCON. REASON FOR DELAY IS ABSENCE OF ANY READING 

FROM OIL PRODUCERS AND OOTHER KEY LDC'S AS TO WHICH ALTERNATIVE 

(IF EIITHER) WOULD BE ACCEPTABLE TO THEM. KIYAZAKI 

REITEREATED BASIC GOJ DESIRE IS TO HAVE PREPCON RECONVENED 

AS QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE. EITH TACTICAL COURSE OF 

ACTION WHICH HAS BEST CHANCE OF PRODUCING THIS RESULT 

WILL HAVE GOJ SUPPORT. MIYAZAKI NOTED THAT WITH FOREIGN 

MINISTERS DEPARTURE FOR PAIRS MEETNGS THIS WEEKEND, 

IT WAS OBVIOUS MIYAZAWA WOLD NOT HAVE CLEAR NOTION OF

UNLESS SECRETARY ABLE TO ADVISE MIYAZAWA AT PRIVATE

OPT FOR ALTERNATIVE 2. MIYAZAKI PERSONALLY FEELS 
LAUNCHING SERIES OF INTENSIVE COMOODITY CONSULTATIONS 
IN VARIIOUSS FORUMS PRIOR TO PREPCON RUNS RIKD OF GIVING 
OIL PRODUCERS AND RADICAL LDCS O PORTUNNITY TO DECLINE 
TO DISCUSS ENERGY PROBLEM SERIOUSLY UNTIL COMMODITY 
WORK UNDERWAY ELSEWHERE PRODUCES CONCERET RESULTS.

WERE APPRECIATIVE OF EXPLANATION, BUT WERE NOT PREPARED 
TO GO BEYOND PREVIOUSLY STATED POLICY OF SEEKING EARLY 
RECONVENING OF P/C PREPCON.
